S a c r a m e n t o , Aug. 11th.—About 7 
o’clock, i*. M., a fire broke out in the 
wooden-ware factory of Nicholas & 
Co., on Q street, between Front and 
Second streets. Tbe fire department 
were promptly on hand, but were una­ 
ble to prevent the fire, fanned by a 
strong south wind, from spreading to 
the planing mill and sash factory of 
Hartwell, Hotchkiss & Stolker, cor­ 
ner of 
and Front streets, and to the 
residence of Nichols, corner of Second 
and Q, streets. The fire was so hot 
that the firemen could hardly work to 
advantage, but the large trees in the 
vicinity to some extent assisted them 
to check the tlanies and flying cinders, 
and enabled the department to coniine 
the fire within two blocks of where it 
started. The fire worked southward 
against the wind and attacked the 
dwellings and outhouses on Second 
street, between P and Q streets, burn­ 
ing George H unt’s barn and an unoc­ 
cupied building of Dr. Hark ness, Pe­ 
ter Hockwell’s Rising Sun boarding 
house, and a frame dwelling house 
in the rear. The fire then spread to 
Drew’s lumber yard, on the north 
side of Q street and communicated to 
several buildings. The following were 
destroyed: J. A. H unt’s two-story 
frame house; Drew’s office; a Chinese 
Laundry; residence of Mrs. Johnston ; 
the storehouse and 9table of Hartwell, 
Hotchkiss & Stolker, containing a 
large quantity of lumber and m a­ 
chinery and another small building. 
To prevent the fire from spreading 
further North, a frame building was 
pulled down. A large crowd gathered 
and exerted themselves successfully 
in removing the portable property. 
The exempt firemen also did good ser­ 
vice. 
The railway authorities re­ 
moved all their cars from danger and 
sent a locomotive with a water car and 
a force pump, which did splendid ser­ 
vice. 
It was managed by a number 
of old volunteer boys. The telegraph 
poles were burned down and railway 
travel was cut off during the fire. 
A 
number of minor accidents occurred, 
but none of a serious nature. 
At 
midnight the engines were still at 
work. The damage is estimated at 
$80,000, and the insurance is compara­ 
tively light. Nichols & Co.’s loss on 
their mill and residence is $23,000; in­ 
surance, $9,000; Hartwell & Co.’s loss 
is $22,000; insurance, $4,000; Drew & 
Crf.’s loss on lumber is about $10,000. 
Considerable 
minor 
damages 
re­ 
sulted from the fire, water and re­ 
movals.

Elder Macdounal and Thompson last 
evening arrested four men for partici­ 
pating in forgeries of California aud 
Oregon Railroad bonds. Three of the 
prisoners are named Mashall, Ray, 
und Edward Hall, of Jersey City. The 
name of the fourth is at present kept 
secret. Most of the money advanced 
on the bonds has been recovered. The 
counterfeited bonds are 15 in number, 
namely: 5339, 5345, 5346, 5340, 5366 to 
5075. Mesers. Fisk & Hatch are the 
agents of the Oregon and California 
road, and they state tliat these forger­ 
ies are the first ever attempted on the 
Company. Mr. Hatch, however, this 
morning decided not to give the names 
of the banks th at sent the counterfeits, 
us he deemed it imprudent, fearing 
such disclosure might interfere with 
the ends of justice. Heremarked that 
from strict exam inations made, he 
was sure that the forgeries were not 
extended beyond these now held by 
the Arm. The bonds are valued at 
one thousand dollars each, and the 
counterfeit is very cleverly executed. 
In fact it is so well done th at the lathe 
work and vignetts are much better in 
the forged than in the genuine, the 
date in the genuine is in capitals 
while it is in small letters in the coun­ 
terfeits. The paper in the counter­ 
feits is not so good as th at of the gen­ 
uine, and the printing in black ink in 
the counterfeit has a heavier appear­ 
ance. The forged signatures of trus­ 
tees are surprissingly correct, persons 
familiar with autographs were sur­ 
prised at the expertness with which 
they were done. The genuine bonds 
have a circulation of six hundred 
thousand dollars, and the greater part 
held in Germany.

N ew Y o r k , August 12th.—A heavy 
rain storm has been in progress here 
nil day, with occasional thunder and 
lightning. The weather is quite close 
and sultry; thermometer, 78°.

if possible. There will probably be 
3,000 at the council, besides those be­ 
longing to Red Cloud and Spotted Tail 
Agencies. It is important th at pres­ 
ents should be issued for them and 
horses purchased. The failure to drive 
the whites from Black Hills is still 
causing considerable dissatisfaction. 


Y b e K ivera. 
The river report of the Signal Office 
to-day, says the Ohio has risen six in­ 
ches a t Paducah, where it is one inch 
above danger line. It has fallen 12 in­ 
ches at Evansville,three feet at Louis­ 
ville, seven feet at Cincinnati, one 
foot at M arietta, and C inches at Pitts­ 
burgh. It will fall at Statious above 
Paducah but will remain above the 
danger line at that station, and possi­ 
bly rise slowly. The Mississippi river 
has fallen 22 inches at St. Louis, and 
one inch at Cairo. 
It has risen oue 
inch at Memphis, Helena and New 
Orleans, and two inches at Vicksburg. 
It will continue to fall at Cairo and 
stations above, but will rise between 
Cairo aud Vicksburg, and possibly 
reach danger line at Memphis during 
Friday night or Saturday. The Mis­ 
souri has fallen slightly, except at 
Omaha and Leavenworth. Rains have 
prevailed in the river sheds of Upper 
and Lower Mississippi river. 


A n o th e r O verflow o f M ill K lv er. 


S p r i n g f i e l d , Mass., August 12.— 
The tragedy of May, 1874, was almost 
re-enacted last night by the rapid ris­ 
ing and overflow of Mill river. The 
late heavy fall of rain, and more espe­ 
cially the torrents that fell last night, 
caused it to rise even higher than at 
the great flood of 1874. The irresisti­ 
ble torce of tbe gathered waters, be­ 
tween 10 and lip . M., swept away the 
wooden dam of Bradsford’s saw-mill, 
at Searsville, one and one-half miles 
above W illiamsburg, on tho W est 
branch of Mill river. There seems to 
have bern less alarm in this little vil­ 
lage of a dozen houses thau at places 
further down the stream. 
The prin­ 
cipal dam at Searsville stood the pres­ 
sure of the flood, but the rushing tor­ 
rent caused the wildest excitem ent be­ 
low. 
The water poured down in W il­ 
liamsburg. 
Bradford’s 
mill 
was 
swept away to-night and caused much 
exeltem ent in the village. 
Many 
families fled to the hills and the 
farmers drove their cattle and horses 
to places of safety. 
The bridge at 
Summerville was carried away, but 
no lives were loot. Tbe flood over­ 
flowed tbe banks, carrying destruction 
in its path. 
The water tore madly 
past Mid Haven, tearing large blocks 
of granite from tbe river bank wail, 
and totally ruined that portion on 
whieh the end of Mill street bridge 
rested. 
Here it again sought the 
channel and a second tim e swept down 
the road in front of A. L. Caro’s old 
house, the inmates of which fled to 
the hillside for safety. Turning in to­ 
ward Kinuerville, the flood swept 
away a line new wooden bridge there. 
The watchman in abatton factory was 
the first to give the alarm at Leeds, 
by blowing the steam whistle. 
After 
its blowing he went to see what dam ­ 
age had been done, but returning he 
found his way to the mill was blocked 
by the torrent. The whistle continued 
to shriek aud every one in the village 
was quickly alarmed, and none too 
soon. Every house was immediately 
deserted. 
Gen. Otis, with a large 
force of men, was at work all night 
assisting to preveut damage to the 
Roberts Meadow reservoir, supplying 
the North part of the city with water. 
It overflowed its banks on both sides 
of the dam and the stone wall began 
crumbling, but a gang of 200 men 
checked the trouble and everything is 
now secure. 
The Goshen reservoirs, 


further up, are safe, and hut half full 
of water. 
W i l l i a m s b u r g , August 12th.—The 
overflow at Miliersville aud Seurs- 
ville, near W illiamsburg village, is 
uot so bad as at first reported. 
V a n d a lism . 


C i n c i n n a t i, Ohio, August 12th.— 
During lust night an unknown party 
used a diamond on nearly 100 of the 
finest plate glass windows in the city, 
cutting them so badly in m osteases 
that they will break as soon as affected 
by the frost. 
The damage is quite 
heavy. No object is apparent for the 
act except pure malice. 


H e a v y K a ln a lu N ew J e r se y . 


P a t t e r s o n , N. J., August 12th.— 
Yesterday heavy rains greatly swelled 
the river and have caused freshets in 
its tributaries which have done much 
damage in the country above Patter­ 
son, as well as in the city. The Peck- 
hara river was suddenly swollen to 
overflowing, carrying away the dams 
at Cedar Grove and the wooden bridge 
near there. The handsome iron bridge 
on the North road and the wooden 
bridge on the Little Falls turnpike 
were swept away. People had to run 
to save their lives. 
N e w a r k , N. 
J., August 12tli.— 
Heavy storms yesterday did great 
damage in Orange valley, sweeping 
away dams, bridges, roads, crops, etc. 


T o rn a d o . 


E l i z a b e t h , N. J., August 12th.— 
A to rn a d o passed a section of this 
township yesterday afternoon. 
The 
fall of rain was tremendous and the 
Rahway river rose eight feet in one 
hour. The three-arch bridge at Mil- 
bum was washed away and the em ­ 
bankm ent 
of the Pohachie R ail­ 
road at Unlonvllle was washed away. 
Mr. Burt Allen aud family were sur­ 
rounded in their house by the rising 
of Rahway river, but were rescued by 
wagons pushed to the 
house and 
drawn out with ropes. 
The bridges 
in Union township are submerged but 
not swept away. 
It is thought that a 
water spout burst over th at section, as 
such a storm was never before known 
there.

A small number of Republicans 
gathered at Temple Block last night 
to her Gen. Howard.

Gentlemen and fellow-citizens: I 
present you my thanks for the honor 
of being selected to preside at this 
meeting. 
It is fitting, gentlemen and 
fellow-citizens, that at this time I 
should endeavor to explain to you the 
seeming inconsistency of my avowed 
object to elect a member of Congress 
belonging to a party against which I 
have been acting for two years. Be­ 
lieving th at tho interests of the peo- 
pel of this State, and particularly of 
this section and this county are more 
intim ately connected with the elec­ 
tion of a Congressman, rather than 
the election of any particular State or 
county ticket; and believing that those 
iuterests are advocated by Mr. Hough­ 
ton, I will do all in my power to fur­ 
ther his election. There is no more 
vital question 
than

lines. 
Believipg that Mr. Houghton lias the 
confidence of the friends of those 
measures, that he is able and willing 
to do all he cau to further the comple­ 
tion of those roads, I will do all I enn 
to favor his election over th a t of his 
competitors. 
We had better send u 
man to Congress who is all right on 
the Texas Pacific Railroad, if lie did 
vote for the force bill and the back­ 
pay bill, rather than for Mr. Wiggin- 
tou, whose position is at least doubt­ 
ful. 
Believing that the Independent 
candidate, Judge Thompson, was put 
up by the Central Pacific Railroad, I 
will show you on w hat I base my 
opinion and give you facts to convince 
you. 
Here Col. W arner commenced to 
read the secret history of the nomina­ 
tion of Judge Thompson, but the 
crowd becoming unruly and rude, he 
quit in disgust and presented General 
Howard.

There was a fellow here the other 
night called Jo Ham ilton, aud siuce 
then I have been in doubt whether it 
was really Jo Ham ilton or an escaped 
circus clown. Irwin had spoken and 
travelled over the ground from the 
Declaration of Independence to the 
rebellion and from the writ of habeas 
corpus to the force bill, and Jo got off 
a pretty good thing on him. 
He said 
it reminded him of the preacher who 
at a certain place preached a sermon 
from the text, “Aud Simon Peter’s 
wife lay sick of a fever.”

Los Angeles Democ­ 
racy means more debt, more extrava­ 
gance, more taxation, more public 
plunder for half a dozen in the riug. I 
thank God they are not numerous. If 
they were more numerous the rest of 
us would have to emigrate. 
We were 
told the other evening that there was 
no necessity for another party—no 
room for it£. That depends on what 
you think. If you believe in public 
plunder, if you believe in bribery, then 
there is no necessity for another party. 
If you believe in the good old party of 
W ashington, Jefferson and Madison, 
then it will require the force of a new 
party or we will never get back to that 
standard at all. W hat is the condi­ 
tion of the country? That the Repub­ 
lican and Democratic parties should 
say there was no need of a new party 
is natural.

Anoth­ 
er new necessity for a new party re­ 
sults from the abuses of the conven­ 
tion system. Do you suppose that the 
people elect anybody? No, itiscooked 
up in the convention. 
Who controls 
the convention? 
The workingman, 
merchant, and business man don’t at­ 
tend primaries and conventions. The 
primaries are run by the lowest class. 
The bummers and 
loafers who lie 
around the saloons control your pri­ 
maries aud conventions and thus con­ 
ventions never or seldom, represent 
the people. How is it in the ¡State? 
Was not the Republican convention 
controlled by men and money from 
W ashington, and nominations made
